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On  the  activities  of  the  Executive  Commission  of  Comintern. 


The  Resolution  adopted  by  the  7th  vhole  world  Convention 
of  Comintern  on  August  1st,  1935,  being  based  on  the  report¬ 
ing  ad^ss  of  Comrade  Wilhelm  Piekt 

1.  The  7th  Whole  World  Convention i  of  Comintern  agrees  to  the 
polibos  and  practical  activities  of  the  Comintern  Executive 
Commission . 

IT.  The  7th  "'hele  World  Convention  Comintern  agrees  to  the 
appeals  f*or  unity  of  activities  ln"struggle  against  Fascism, 
aggreajon  of  caplta\^ and  war,  made  by  the  Comintern  Executive 
Comission  to  the  branches  of  the  2nd  International  in  various 
countries  and  the  Guidance  Section  of  the  2nd  International 
In  »^arch  of  1933,  October  of  1934,  and  April  of  1935.  The 
Convention  expresses  regret  at  all  ttese  proposals  having 
been  rejected  aealnst  the  benefit  of  wrrklnc:  class,  by  the 
Ind  Inte^viatlonal  Executive  Commission  and  a  greater  rrajorlty 
of  the  branches  of  the  2nd  International  in  various  countr-les,* 
and  recognizing  the  historical  meaning  of  the  fact  that  -^anv 
Social  Democrat  workers  and  p-artles  are  already  fighting 
In  cooperation  with  the  Communists  against  Fascism  and  for  the 
benefit  of  labouring  masses,  imposes  on  all  the  parties 
jointed  in  the  Comintern  Executive  Commission  and  Comintern  a 
duty  to  endevour  to  employ  all  possible  means  for  establish¬ 
ing  a  united  front  on  a  national  and  international  scale, 

III.  The  7th  whole  world  Convention  of  Comintern  confirms 
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«hat  there  is  an  increase  In  revolutionary  Influence  of  the 
activities  and  slogans  of  the  Communist  Party  upon  genera 
labouring  masses  Including  the  members  of  the  Soclal-Eemo- 
crat  Party.  Prom  this  point  of  view,  the  Convention  orders  all 
the  branches  of  Comintern  to  overcome  as  soon  as  possible  the 
lingering  sectarian  tradition  which  hinders  their  approach  to 
social-democrat  working  men,  to  add  the  most  concrete  elements 
connected  with  the  direct  requirements  and  dally  benefit  of 
masses  to  the  method  of  propagandas  and  agitations,  and  to 
alter  the  often  repeated  means  of  propagandas  and  agitation 
too  abstract  and  Inacceslble  to  masses. 

TV.  The  7th  Whole  World  Convention  of  Comintern  finds  the 
following  serious  faults  In  the  activities  of  many  branches 
Delay  in  enforcing  the  united  front  tactics.  Impotence  for 
>bll5zatlon  concerning  each  demand  having  political  and 
economical  nature.  TTnrecognltlon  of  the  necessity  of  a  strug- 
•le  against  the  remaining  rampart  of  bourgeois  democracy, 
'■^recognition  of  the  necessity  of  forming  the  antl.imper5allsm 
national  front  In  colonies  and  subjected  countries.,  ignorance 
of  the  activities  In  the  mass  organizations  established  by 
the  mellorlstU  and  Paaolst  working  men-s  associations  and  ^ 
loungeois  parties.  Tjnderltlmatlon  of  the  activities  In  work- 
^.ng  women,  rpderstlmat Ion  of  the  meaning  of  the  activities  - 
in  the  rural  and  urban  petit-bourgeois  masses.  Prolongation 
)f  political  assistance  by  the  Executive  Co^rtlwlcm)  to  all  these 

•ranches.  Taking  It  Into  consideration  that  the  task  and 
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responsibility  of  the  Communist  Party,  wMch  should  lead  the 
revolutlonalizing  masses’  movements,  are  becoming  more  import¬ 
ant  as  a  whole,  and  that  It  is  necessary  to  concentrate  gui¬ 
dance  of  daily  struggle  on  each  branch  Itself,  the  7th  ’Vhole 
World  Convention  of  Comlntenn  makes  the  following  proposals  to 
the  Comintern  Executive  Commlsslont 

A.  To  consider  the  concrete  conditions  and  characteristics 
of  different  countries  In  deciding  all  the  subjects,  while 
shifting  the  center  of  gravity  of  Its  own  movements  to  the 
decision  of  the  fundamental  political  and  strategical  ’  work¬ 
ing  principles  of  the  International  labour  movements.  To 
avoid,  in  principle,  direct  Interferences  with  affairs  con¬ 
cerning  the  Interoal  structure  of  the  Communist  Party. 

B.  To  give  systematic  assistance  to  the  training  and  education 
of  Important  members  and  true  Bolshevist  leaders  of  the  Com- 
mianlst  Party  so  that  the  Communist  Party  may  promptly  and

Independently  make  correct  decisions  based  on  the  decisions 
made  by  the  Convention  of  Comintern  and  the  Comintern  ’Executive 
Commission,  in  case  of  occurance  of  sudden  changes,  regarding 
the  political  and  strategical  •"  task  of  the  communism  movements. 

C.  To  give  effective  assistance  to  the  Communist  Party  in 
its  ideological  stpviggle  against  Its  political  antagonists. 

T).  To  assist  the  Communist  Party  so  that  It  may  make  use  of 
the  experience  of  international  commvinlsm  movements  as  well  as 
lt>own  ones,  on  the  condition  that  mechanical  application  of 

a  country’s  experiences  to  another  coxintry  and  replacement  of 
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cr>ncrete  *'arxJan  anallsia  with  formality  or  general  formula  should 
be  avoided. 

F«  To  secure  closer  co-OFe''ation  of  the  branches  of  Comintern, 
by  making  authoritative  representut Ives  of  the  moat  Import¬ 
ant  branches  of  Comintern,  participate  more  positively  in 
dally  work  of  the  Comintern  executive.  Commission. 

V.  r  Pec ongnl zing  the  fact  that  both  the  Communist  voung’s 
T^lon  and  the  Communist  Party  underestimate  the  Importance  of 
mass -movements  among  young  men,  and  also  the  fact  that  such 
movements  are  inactive  In  a  great  many  countries,  the  7th 
Whole  World  Convention  of  Comintern  suggests  that  the  Comintern 
Executive  Commission  and  the'  International  Communist  Youngmen’s 
Executive  Commission  should  .take  effective  measures  to  overo'^md 
the  sectarian  Isolation  which  Is  found  In  many  Communist  Young 
men's  Dhlons,  and  orders  that  the  members  of  the  Commvihist 
■'^oungmen's  TJhlons  should  Join  popular  organizations  (of  labour 
union,  culture,  and  sports)  of  working  young  p'^ople  formed  by 
bourgeois  democratic,  mellorlstic,  and  fascist  parties  and • 
religious  bodies,  Should  mobilize  young  people  for  struggles

against  Imperlalizatlon  and  organization  of  enforced  labOMf,  and 
for.  struggles  for  Improving  material  conditions  of  labourers 
and  protedtlng  the  rights  of  working  young  men,,  and  should  . 
carry  on  systematic  struggles  In  the  above  organizations  In. 
order  to  Influence  general. young  masses,  by  forming  for  this 
purpose,  an  extensive  united  front  of  all  the  anti-Pascist 
youngmen's  organizations. 
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VI.  The  7th  Whole  '"orld  Convention  of  Comintern  e^phaaltos 
that  great  tany  workers  and  general  labonrlng  «.ases  have 
begun  tuning  fro.  rwlioria.  to  a  revolutionary  stniggle,  and 
fro.  isoletory  dispersedneas  to  unity,  owing  to  the  Influences  . 
of  recent  years,  victory  of  Scclalla.  In  the  Soviet  u„lon.  de¬ 
pressions  in  capitalistic  countries,  frenzy  Oer™n  uascls., 
and  a  danger  of  outbreak  of  war  which  has  taken  place  all  over 
the  world,  considering  that  the  efforts  of  working  .e„  to¬ 
ward  unity  Of  the  .ovements  will  continue  to  Increase  In 

spite  of  the  Objections  ede  Individually  bv  the  leaders  of

the  social  Democrat  Parties,  the  7th  Vhole

that,  in  a  process  of  stn.gglcs.  for  forming  the  proletariat  unltee 
front  and  the  general  popular  fret  against  the  avgreslon  of 
capltai.^FUsclsm,  and  the  danger  of  a  new  war,  they  should 
concentrate  their  attention  on  the  future  strengtbenlrr  of 
their  own  ranks  and  on  securing  the  majority  of  labour-class 

to  the  aide  of  Gomnuniam. 

VII.  The  7th  Whole  world  convention  of  Comintern  points  out 
that  conversion  of  a  developing  political  crises  Into'  the 
victory  of  the  proletariat  revolution  depends  only  upon  the 
pbwer  and  Influence  of  the  Cow.rnlst  Party  In  the  extensive 
proletariat  smsses,  and  upon  the  energy  and  devotion  of  the 
members  of  the  Co.m«nlst  Party.  In  these  tl-es  of  a  developing 
,,olltlcal  crisis  In  many  capitalistic  countries,  the  most 
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
